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SUNKEN LINER’S GOLD 
REACHED, BUT HIGH 
SEAS HALT REMOVAL 


Diver Lowered 400 Feet In- 
to Treasure Room Contain- 
ing $5,000,000. 


By the Associated Press. 
BREST, France, Nov. 18.—Heavy 


seas made it impossible today for 
divers to take any of the $5,000,- 
000 in gold from the hulk of the 
sunken liner Egypt, off the coast 
not far from here, and salvage op- 
erations which have been going on 


for several months were interrupt- 
ed until the weather improves. 

Months of salvage operations by 
the Italian steamer Artiglio II were 
near success when a diver yester- 
day entered the bullion room of 
the Egypt, which was rammed and 
sunk 8ff the French coast by a 
cargo steamer in 1922. The diver 
was lowered 400 feet from the deck 
of the Artiglio through a hole that 
had been cut into the _ treasure 
chamber. It was very dark there, 
but he was able to see a wood case 
in a corner and reported that the 
room seemed to be filled to within 
two feet of its ceiling. 

Winds and waves interrupted the 
divers several times in recent 
months as they ripped a hole 
through the Egypt’s deck and slow- 
ly cut their way to the fortune. 

A tragedy ended efforts of the 
first Artiglio to reach the gold. It 
was blown to bits by an explosion 
of tons of guncotton in another 
sunken hulk, the American freight- 
er Florence H., which went down 
with a cargo of munitions during 
the World War. Twelve of the 
crew of 19 perished. The former 
Artiglio, its effort to salvage the 
Egypt’s gold having been delayed 
by bad weather and erratic tides 
after more than a year at its task, 
was being used temporarily by the 
French Government to remove dan- 
gerous wrecks of ships sunk during 
the war when the _ accident oc- 
curred. : 
The Artiglio II resumed work on 
the Egypt early this year.

The grand jury heard more wit- 
nesses this afternoon in the kidnap- 
ing of Alexander Berg, and  an- 
nounced it would hold a session 
tonight so that it could arrive. at 
indictments in the case as speedily 
as possible. . 

The first witness this afternoon 
was Alexander Pine, Negro chauf- 
feur, who was held up with Berg 
as he drove the wealthy fur dealer 
from his office to his home at the 
Park Plaza Hotel on Nov. 6, and 
forced to drive from the crowded 


evard fear Euclid avenue to Hall's 
Ferry road in the county. There 
he and his employer were separat- 
ed, he to return with news of the 
kidnaping, Berg to. spend more 
than four days in captivity from 
which he was released on promise 
of $50,000 ransom. 

The second witness today was 
Benjamin Harris of 9 Kingsbury 
place, a friend to whom Berg in- 
structed the chauffeur to report 
the circumstances of the kidnap- 
ing, and to whom the kidnapers 
directed one of their early tele- 
phone calls. 

Berg Tells His Story. 

Other witnesses summoned to 
appear for the afterneon. session 
were Morris G Levinson, attorney 
for Berg; Joseph J. Lemen, attor- 
ney, whom the kidnapers tried un- 
successfully to involve in the ran- 
som negotiations, and lLemen’s 
partner, John Vope!. 

Berg was the only witness at yes- 
terday afternoon’s session. He was 
before the jury for more than two 
hours, presuma')ly giving a full ac- 
count of his abduction. 

Berg arrived at the Municipal 
Courts Building shortly after 2 
Pp. m. yesterday accompanied by 
two detectives, and went before 
grand jury at 2°30. At 5 o’clock 
it was announced that he had just 
left the building by a rear exit. 

George Peak, 40-year-old  pa- 
roled life-term convict and alleged 
‘finger man” who pointed out 
Berg to the kidnapers, was _ re- 
leased yesterday on $40,000 bond. 
Curtis Medlock, identified as the 
man who rented the flat at 5084A 
Easton avenue where Berg was 
held prisoner, and Charles _§ F. 
Tucker, hired to guard Berg while 
he was there, are still in custody. 

Richards Also Olit on Bond. 

Paul A. Richards, attorney and 
self-declared agent of the kidnap- 
ers, who is named with Peak, Med- 
lock and Tucker in a warrant 
charging kidnaping for ransom, a 
capital offense, has been at liberty 
on $40,000 bond since Saturday. 
The two men who did the actual 
kidnaping, Charles Heuer and Ed- 
ward Barcume, both ex-convicts, 
are at large and the police have 
broadcast offers of rewards of 
$1000 each for their-arrests. War- 
rants have not been issued against 
them but it is regarded as a fore- 
gone conclusion they will be . in- 
dicted by the grand jury. 

Mike Cutter, ex-convict and for- 

mer professional bondsman, who 
was arrested as a suspect in the 
Berg kidnaping the morning after 
Berg was returned, was discharged 
today on his $10,000 bond by Judge 
Butler in Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion. Circuit Attorney Miller an- 
nounced Cutter had been shown to 
have no connection with the kid- 
naping. 
An hour. after Cutter had been 
discharged Judge Butler also dis- 
charged Miss Dolores La Rue, 19- 
year-old employe of a barbecue 
stand operated by Cutter at Natural 
Bridge and Goodfellow avenues, 
near which Richards was arrested 
the morning after Berg was re- 
turned. Miss La Rue had been 
placed under $1000 bond after pre- 
liminary questioning had failed to 
show she knew anything about the 
case.

Smoot’s declaration came after a 
visit at the Treasury. where the ad- 
ministration’s program is virtually 
complete, His words were regard- 
ed significantly at the Capitol. 

Smoot said the amount to be 
raised had not been finally deter- 
mined by the Government. He ex- 
pected it to be necessary to pro- 
vide for an additional $1,200,000,- 
000 by taxation. 

He was uncertain how far, if at. 
all, an attempt would be made to 
increase the rates on all incomes 
but he thought it was likely a slight 
boost all along the line was inevi- 
table.

of the League of Nations Council, 
except for Japanese and Chinese 
members, met privately at noon 
today at the Quai D’Orsay to re- 


cord what progress, if any, had 
been made in individual confer- 
ences on ‘the Manchurian problem. 

The meeting was brief and there 
will be another this evening at 


which the Chinese and Japanese 
representatives will be heard. 

Hope prevailed in international 
quarters that Tsuneo Matsudaira, 
Japanese Ambassador at London. 
who, to a great extent, has been 
replacing Ambassador Yoshizawa as 
Tokio’s spokesman, might be able 
to announce new and more con- 
ciliatory instructions from his Gov- 
ernment. 

Disappointing News. 

News, however, that the Japanese 
army had occupied the Manchurian 
city of Tsitsihar aroused alarm in 
League quarters as evidence of an 
aggressive military spirit and con- 
trary to the conciliatory attitude of 
Japanese spokesmen and their Gov- 
ernment. While seizure of the 
headquarters of Gen. Mah Chan- 
Shan was not entirely unexpected, 
League officials had hoped the Jap.- 
anese Government might be able to 
halt the advance of Gen, Honjo’s 
army and bring about an early re- 
tirement into the railway zone. 

It is understood that Matsudaira 
has been asking Chairman Briand 
and Ambassador Dawes to give 
him a few days to induce the Japa- 
nese Government to adopt a more 
conciliatory policy, and some ob- 
servers here suspect Japan | has 
been playing for time to enable the 
army to entrench itself in Man- 
churia. 

Inasmuch as Tsitsihar is on the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, which is 
under joint control of China and 
Russia, apprehension was aroused 
as to possible Soviet action against 
the Japanese. 

News of the capture of Tsitwihar 
gave rise to a belief among ob- 
servers that Dawes might be 
brought into a meeting of the 
Council to consider this develop- 
ment. When Dawes was informed 
of the fall of Tsitsihar he was re- 
ported to have said, ‘Something 
will have to be done about this.”

TOKIO, Nov. 18.—Gen. Honjo's 
Japanese army occupied Tsitsihar, 
Manchuria, this afternoon. This is 
the capital of Heilunkgiang prov- 
ince, 18 miles north of’ Anganchli. 
a town which the Japanese had 
occupied earlier in the day. 

To enter the capital the ‘army 
had to cross the Chinese Eastern 
Railway into the zone of Russian 
influence, diiving back the Chin- 
fae S0umanaer,.Mah.. Chan-shan, 
who repeatedly refused fo accede 


to Gen. Honjo’s ultimatum that he 
evacuate Tsitsihar and withdraw to 


the north. 

Gen. Honjo began his offensive 
suddenly this morning, used his 
cavalry to good advantaze, opening 
the way for infantry attack. and 
beat back the Chinese to Angan- 
chi, terminus of the Toanan-Angan- 
chi Railway, a Chinese-owned line. 


Stubborn Resistance, 

He fought in bitter sub-arctiec 
cold against stubborn Chinese re- 
sistance, storming through Luneg- 
chiang, which is about a mile and 
a half from the walled. ety of 
Tsitsihar, and then pressed on to 
the capital itself. 

The Chinese army, fleeing 
through a blinding blizzard. broke 
into two scattering sections and 
moved northward from Tsitsihar in 
a retreat which appeared to have 
turned into a rout. Dispatches from 
the Japanese front told of heavy 
casualties on both sides. 

Fear was expressed in some cir- 
cles that occupation of Tsitsihar 
might bring Soviet Russia into the 
dispute, since the capital is defi- 
nitely within the Russian sphere. 

Gen. Honjo said just the other 
day that, if a battle came it might 
carry his troops to Tsitsihar re- 
gardless of the danger of embroil- 
ing Russia, and Japanese officials 
said today that, if it were neces- 
sary to enter Tsitsihar at all, they 
hoped to withdraw the Japanese 
troops almost immediately. 

They explained that the main 
objective of this offensive was to 
scatter Gen. Mah’s force and to re- 
move the possibility that he might 
continue as a threat in the future. 

Mah’'s Army Scattered. 

Mah’s army scattered in all di- 
rections as the Japanese crossed 
the Chinese Eastern Railway and 
over the last stages of the advance 
there was little or no resistance. 
The Chinese commander was re- 
ported to have fled northward with 
several thousand of his soldiers, 
using trains of the Chinese Rail- 
way. It was said the Japanese 
crossed the Chinese Eastern with- 
out interfering with traffic. 

The ‘Minister of War here said 


today the Japanese forces had no 


intention of interfering with the 


Chinese Eastern so long as Gen. 


Mah's troops did not use it, and 


that when the Chinese forces had 


been scattered Gen. Honjo might 
retire to Taonan or Changchiatun. 

Tsitsihar is 18 miles north of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. The 
temperature at Anganchi, first 
town taken today by the Japanese, 
was 15 below zero. 

“We appreciate Russia's position 
on the Chinese Eastern Railroad. 
of course, and realize the interest 
of Moscow,” was an opinion given 
here today. “Japan has no pres- 
ent notion of occupying any place 
in North Manchuria permanently. 
Any occupation of Anganchi or 
Tsitesihar would be a purely tempo- 
rary military measure.”

“Not Much Chance for Refund.” 

Muench was asked whether there 
might be an effort to get a refund 
for consumers of the difference be- 
tween the present rates and the 
former rates, for the period the 
increase has been effective, since 
the Supreme Court has held, in ef- 
fect, that the increase was not 
justified. 

“I don't think there is much 
chance of a refund,” he replied. 
“This was not a conditional in- 
crease, but an experimental one, to 
see what might be produced.” 

The Public Service Commission 
has not determined whether a re- 
tund would be possible. Any action 
to get it would have to go through 
the courts, and the city, represent- 
ing the consumers, would be the

The Court, in its discretion, might 
have granted either request. 

However, to have the rates sus- 


pended, the city would have had to 
post a large bond to protect the| 
rompany against any loss in the, 
event the increase was upheld. This| 
was not practicable. Requests for | 
impounding of differences in utility 
rates usually are not granted. 

Some persons connected with the 
commission think the present rates 
would have to be continued pend- 
ing the rehearing. There has been 
no determination by the commis- 
ston of the status of the money 
represented by the difference in the 
former and present rates. 

Will Reopen Whole Case. 

The rehearing will amount to a 
reopening of the whole valuation 
and rate case, Muench savs. The 
new valuation that would result 
from. it, he declared, would be 
based on current prices of com- 
modities and labor, under the re- 
production new theory of valua- 
tion. Muench expressed the opin- 
ion that the result, because of pres- 
ent low costs, would be a valuation 
for rate-making purposes even less 
than that urged by the city in the 
previous hearing. 

The commission, in the last hear- 
ing. fixed the valuation for rate- 
making purposes at $47,017,881, as 
of Dec. 31, 1927. The city sought 
to have it fixed at $40,152,857. 
Muench did not attempt to estimate 
what the decrease in gas rates 
might be if the valuation were cut 
to a figure he considers fair, Asso- 
ciate Counselor Ferris, active in 
utility cases, suggested that the de- 
crease should be at least 10 per 
cent. 

The commission will set the re- 
hearing as soon as possible, prob- 
ably early in 1952. There is stil! 
a possibility that Laclede Gas will 
seek a rehearing by the Supreme 
(‘ourt of Missouri or will take an 
appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the United States. The State Su- 
preme Court, while referring to the 
rate question in its opinion yester- 
day, did not pass squarely upon it, 
hut dealt with the valuation, which 
had been made solely for the pur- 
pose of readjusting rates.

Tsitsihar 200 Years Old; Some 


HARBIN, Manchuria, Nov. 18. 
—Tsitsihar, capital of the northern 


province of Heilungkiang, in the 
hands of the Japanese today, has 
200 years of history. Tsitsihar was 
founded in 1699 under the Kang 
Hsi Dynasty. It has outer and in- 
ner walls, the outer crumbling with 
age. There are four gates and a 
watch tower. These walls were 
built as protection against Russians 
pushing eastward toward the sea. 

The town is an important timber 
center. It is typically Chinese, 
with a Confucian temple. The prin- 
cipal residential quarter is outside 
the northern gate, where the old 
Manchu bBomes, once occupied by 
war lords, still stand. 

There are a number of White 
Russians in the fur trade, and a 
Japanese colony. All the members

Reese, the mother told authori- 
ties, not only threatened her before 
the girl died, but also told her aft- 
erwards that he would choke her if 
she started any investigation. 
Reese was called in for question- 
ing and his story was almost exact- 
ly the opposite of Mrs. Mason’s. 
He said it was he who began the 
investigation which led to the ex- 
humation of the child’s body, and 
both Coroner Allen and _ Sheriff 
Crosby said his statement was cor- 
rect. 

Authorities said they were con- 
sidering exhuming the body of the 
woman’s husband and that they 
would also investigate the illness of 
Harold Mason, 18-year-old son. 
Their investigation showed, they 
said, that Mrs..Mason was named 
beneficiary in life insurance policies 
of $1000 each on the lives of the 
husband, daughter and son.

Detroit Steel Man, Opposing 
Dole, Says World Owes 
No Man a Living. 


By the Aseociated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The Na- 


tional Founders’ Association con- 
vention was opened today with a 


keynote of “Man Is Subject to the 
Law of the Survival of the Fit- 
test.”’ 

S. Wells Utley, head of the De- 
roit Steel Casting Co. and president 
of the association, told the dele- 
gates that demands for a dole, for 
unemployment insurance, for old 
age pensions, “plausible though 
they may sound, desirable through 
they may seem from the stand- 
point of the individual, are all 
based in the philosophy that the 
world Owes each of us a living.” 

“Unfortunately,” he continued, 
“there is no single fact in nature 
or in nature’s law which supports 
this theory.” | 

Utley pointed out that man 
comes. intO and goes out of the 
world an individual and is subjeg 
to the law of the survival of the 
fittest. 

“By and large,” he said, ‘‘man- 
kind knows no other law than that 
of old Captain John Smith—‘He 
who does not work shall not eat.’ ” 

Utley said that when it is pos- 
sible to make over the individual 
American so that he will stop 
speculating and so that he will not 
wish to excel his fellow man or 
cease to seek better opportuntiies 
for his wife and his children than 
he and his mother had, then “you 
can level out these depressions, 
which, after all, are but nature’s 
brakes to keep us from dashing to 
our own destruction.’’ 

“But then,” he added, “you will 
have taken away America herself 
and the shell that is left won't 
even be worth. preserving.’’ De- 
creased production and emploment, 
he said, are effects, not causes, 
and cannot be eliminated until the 
causes are removed.

“Sunlit Days” Are Ahead—Warns Against 
“Spirit of Heaviness.”

—John D. Rockefeller Sr. resumed 
the role of “neighbor John” when 
he arrived in Florida today for his 
winter sojourn. 

In poein, prayer and meditation, 
the 92-year-old founder of one of 


the world’s largest fortunes ex- 
pressed the sentiment that Ssuniit 
days” are ahead. 

It is customary for Rockefeller 
to find expression of his own 
thoughts in the words of others. 

He and two members of his 
household were having breakfast 
in his private car as an Associated 
Press staff writer entered. 

“You are just in time to share 
with us our morning meditations,” 
he smiled, waving his visitor to a 
seat beside the table. 

“I think there is a particularly 
timely sentiment expressed here. 
Won’t you read it slowly for us, 
please.” 

McKinsey’s “Sunlit Days.” 

He’ handed the reporter a copy 
of. Folger McKinsey’s “Sunlit 
Days.” It read: : 


We'll sing of the better things, my friend, 
And we'll think of the better ways: 

We'll trust tomorrow to heal our sorrow 

As beauty has healed today’s. 

We'll sing and think of the better things, 

For the sake of those we know 

Who need the sun and the shine of life 

On the rocky road they go. 

We'll trust in the better things, my friend, 

And hope for them, and smile; 

We'll sing of the light instead of the night, 

And ‘twill come true after while. 

We'll chase the shadows and grief away 

By thinking of better things: 

And maybe God's answer will come some

A tear trickled down the cheek 
of the aged multimillionaire as the 
poem was concluded.

hinds’ feet 


“I think of Wordsworth’s lines, in 


which he described a natural lady, 


| made by Nature herself: 


‘She shall be sportive as the Fawn 
That wild with clee across the lawn 
Or up the mountain springs.” 


“And,” the meditation continued, 
‘it is this buoyancy, this elasticity, 
this springiness that the Lord is 
awaiting to impart to the souls of 
his children, so that they may move 
along the ways of life with the light 
steps of the fawn. 

“Some of us move with heavy 
feet. There is little of the fawn 
about us as we go along the road. 
There is reluctance in our obedi- 
ence. There is a frown in our 
homage. Our benevolence is grace- 
less, and there is no charm in our 
piety, and no rapture in our praise. 
We are the victims of the ‘spirit of 
heaviness’ and yet, here is the word 
that tells us that God will make 
our feet ‘like hinds’ feet. He will 
give us exhilaration and spring, en- 
abling us to leap over difficulties, 
and to have strength and buoyancy 
for the steepest hills. Let us seek 
the inspiration of the Lord. ‘It is

Escape After Winfield, Mo., 
Holdup With Loot Said to 
Be Less Than $1000. 


WINFIELD, Mo., Nov. 18.—Rob- 
bers obtained an undetermined 
amount of money, said to have 
been less than $1000, from the 
vault of the Winfield Banking Co., 
at 10:30 o'clock this morning, and 
left three bank employes locked in 
the vault. 

E. B. Metcalf, vice president; 
James W. Spencer, cashier, and 
Miss Fay Taylor, bookkeeper, were 
in the bank when two men, their 
faces masked with handkerchiefs, 
entered with drawn revolvers. One 
of the robbers punched one of the 
employes with a revolver and, mo- 
tioning toward the vault, command- 
ed, “Get in there.””

Leaving, the robbers closed the 
door of the steel and brick vault 
and locked it.

Overstreet also attributed several 
murders to the gang.

Baker, Secretary of War in the 
Wilson Cabinet, declared yesterday 
that decisive action for preserva- 
tion of world peace was among the 
debts of the United States as the 
principa! creditor nation of the 
world. Baker spoke before’ the 
Boston Chamber of Commerce and 
over a nation-wide radio hookup.

universal peace, Baker said, by 
various projects. They included 
entry of this country into the 
World Court and adoption of the 


Capper resolution to prevent the 
United States from becoming a 
benevolent neutral in times of war 
between nations which had agreed 
to arbitrate differences.

Baker said. If 
the development of destructive 
weapons is as great in another 
World War as it was in the last 
one, “the dominance of the yellow 
and black races will be in sight, for 
the dominance of the white will be 
at an end through suicide by war.” 

The solvency and security of our 
financial system, he continued, was 
the nation’s first line defense in 
the event of war. He praised the 
Federal Reserve system, and said: 
“Congress should pass a law to 
make every bank of deposit oper- 
ating in the United States become 
a member of the Federal Reserve 
system or tax them so they would 
have to go out of business.”’ 

Such a program, he said, would 
prevent bank failure and business 
upsets. 


Change to Creditor Nation. 

The banking situation in the 
country today was bad, Baker said, 
a condition which resulted in part 
from the transition of the United 
States from the status of a debtor 
to a creditor nation. The widen- 
ing of financial reserves if prudent- 
ly done would be “wise.”” Ee said 
“we should be setting our econom- 
ic system in order,” so that the 
world would not have to go to Rus- 
sia to see a contented though poor 
people. 

After portraying the change in 
the United States from a_ country 
Owing $6,000,000,000 to European 
interests in 1914 to one to which 
$21,000,000,000 was due from the 
principal nations of the world in 
1930, Baker suggested there should. 
be a horizontal reduction in the 
Gariff to permit the debtors to 
make payments through the ex- 
change of products. 

Whether the tariff problem 
should be solved by international 
agreement, by reciprocity or our 
own initiative, Baker would not 
venture to say. He declared, how- 
ever, that if the United States were 
unwilling to permit payments of 
debts through the exchange of

No Necessity Thus Far to Ask 
for Payment of Pool 
Subscriptions. 


By the Assoviated Press. 
NEW ‘YORK, Nov. 18.—Applica- 
tions by banks for advances from 


the National Credit Corporation 
have been relatively small, it is as- 
serted in a statement by Mortimer 
H. Buckner, president of the cor- 
poration. 

It is stated that subscriptions to 
the torporation’s gold notes prob- 
ably will exceed the $500,000,000 
originally estimated by those who 
formulated the plan on President 
Hoover's suggestion. 

Since’ the formation of the cor- 
poration, it is said, there has been 
no necessity for the officers to is- 
sue an initial call for the payment 
of 10 per cent of the banks’ sub- 
scriptions. 

The -corporation, says the state- 
ment, “has tendered its facilities 
and has actually made advances to 
fully organized associations under 
the terms and conditions of the 
credit plan without the necessity of 
issuing a call.”’ 

“This has been accomplished,” 
the statement continues, “through 
the co-operation of certain individ- 
ual banks which are willing to 
make advances and hold funds 
available to the National Credit 
Corporation pending a call for pay- 
ment on account of subscription to 
the corporation's gold notes, 
‘When the advances to subscrib- 
ing banks in fully organized asso- 
ciations accumulate to an amount 
that is deemed sufficient, a call 
for payment on account of sub- 
scriptions will be issued and these 
advances will be repaid thereby. 
“The officers of the National 
Credit Corporation believe that this 
procedure, rather than a call for 
installment payment on subscrip- | 
tions at this time, should relieve 
some banks of the burden of sub- 
scription and be more satisfactory 
generally to banks throughout the 
country.

‘Slow’ Real Estate Loans 
Given as Cause of the 


Suspension Following Ac- 
tion by Directors. 


The State Finance Department 
was to take charge of the People’s 
Bank of St. Charles today follow- 
ing its closing yesterday by the 


board of directors. Slow real es- 
tate loans caused the directors to 
reach their decision in an effort to 
protect depositors, according to 
Fred W. Meyer, cashier. 

The bank’s last statement, dated 
Sept. 18, shows total resources of 
$423,991, including $302,104 in 
loans, and total deposits of $270,- 
703. Loans consist of collateral 
loans aggregating $146,549 and real 
estate loans totaling $155,554. 
Bonds valued at $82,946 are also 
among the assets. 

Liabilities include capital stock 
of $20,000, surplus of $40,000 and 
bills payable totaling $86,497 
Deposits are divided into demand 
deposits of $111,737 and time de- 
posits of $158,966. 

Officers, besides Meyer, are H. 
C. Dallmeyer, president; Louis 
Ebeling, vice president: Ralph W. 
Meyer and Miss Myrtle Eberius, as- 
sistant cashiers. Directors are Dall- 
meyer, Fred Meyer, Ebeling, Oliver 
E. Denker and Stephen Boerding. 
The depository is the second in 
St. Charles and the fifth in S&St. 
Charles County to suspend business 
within the last year. A _ special 
grand jury is investigating the af- 
fairs of the Central Trust Co. of 
St. Charles, which was closed 


Jan. 5. , 

The other three St. Charles 
County banks which suspended 
Business were the Citizens’ Bank 


of Wentzville, the Bank of Flint 
Hill and the Bank of Portage des 
Sioux. Thirteen banks remain in 
business in the county, including 
three in St. Charles. 

The People’s Bank was the new- 
est depository in St. Charles, hav- 
ing been Ogranized in March, 1915. 
It is at 820 North Second street.

The official title of the present 
Russian military organization is 
the Workman-Peasant Red Army. 
The drafted service is for one year 
and the oath is to all toilers re- 
gardless of country. The soldiers 
remain citizens and retain all their 
political rights. Many remain after 
their compulsory service to take 
advantage of the opportunity for 
advancement to the higher ranks, 


Youthful Officers Respected. 


To an American observer, the 
most striking things about the 
Russian army are the youthfulness 
of its officers and the respect they 
receive from civilians. One sees 
Colonels and Generals about 40 
years old. The reason for this is 
that there was a very small carry- 
over of officers from the old 
regime. The Soviet leaders had to 
build up almost from the ground. 
Communist propaganda makes a 
great fuss about the cameraderie 
between Soviet officers and men. 
Equality may have existed shortly 
after the revolution and it may 
still exist in the field, but it is not 
noticeable today in travel about 
the country. When a Russian offi- 
cer shouts, “Tovarish” (comrade) 
to a common soldier or waiter, it 
is a typical officer commanding an 
inferior. The writer has often 
watched civilians note the insignia 
on an officer’s collar and grade 
their respect according to the rank. 
To most civilians in Washington an 
army officer is merely a Govern- 
ment official in uniform. 

The Soviet Government is mak- 
ing the most of the respect and 
awe with which the civilians treat 
military men. This summer and 
fall Voroshilov, the Minister of 
War, inspected the _ industrial 
plants urging the civilian workers 
to greater efforts. His utterances 
on industrial development and ef- 
ficiency received great display in 
the newspapers. 


Soldiers Help in Industry. 

This is not as unnatural as seems 
at first sight.

The result of this care is that 
the Russian soldier gets the first 
fruits of economic growth. In 
1922-23 the soldiers in White Rus- 
sia sang as they tramped through 
the snow, their feet bound by rags 
and sacks. At that time they had 
better food, meager as it was, than 
the rest of the population. Now 
soldiers have clean uniforms, sturdy 
boots and substantial meals. Good 
boots and good meals are not to be 
scoffed atin Russia. And the sing- 
ing has improved. The writer's 
room at a Moscow hotel overlooked 
a street that the soldiers used on 
their way to the bath house. The 
choral effect as the soldiers sang 
on the way to and from the bath 
was worth going miles to hear.

Making Soldiers Intelligent.

The classes are not as high- 
ly specialized as the courses avail- 
able in the American Army. That 
could not be expected and the men 
are not prepared for what to them 
would be advanced work. A stu- 
dent must be able to read before 
he can study mathematics. The 
officers themselves have not had 
the advantages of West Point, 
Sandhurst or St. Cyr, and must 
lead slowly because they are not 
sure of the way. 

The old czarist traditions, if they 
could be called traditions, are gone. 
The Soviet Government is building 
up a loyal and a comparatively in-

NEW. GERMAN RESTRICTIONS 
ON FOREIGN EXCHANGE ADOPTED 


Fines Up to $75,000 Will Be As- 
sessed Against Heads of Firms 
for Violations. 

BERLIN, Nov. 18.—New restric- 
tions designed to stop every loop- 
hole through which foreign § ex- 
change has been lost were an- 
nounced yesterday and immediate- 
ly became operative. 

A supplementary ordinance, 
signed by President Paul von Hin- 
denburg, empowered courts to deal 
by special accelerated process wtih 
persons attempting to evade the 
regulations. Fines up to $75,000 
are provided for the heads of of- 
fending firms, to be assessed per- 
sonally, and no such familiar ex- 
cuses as “‘a clerk’s regrettable over- 
sight’’ will be accepted henceforth. 

Exporting houses are required to 
notify the Foreign Exchange Com- 
missioner of their saies abroad and 
to report payments received thrice 
monthly to the Reichsbank. Im- 
porters are required to utilize to 
the full whatever credits remain 
available’ to them and to avoid 
making extra application for for- 
eign exchange to pay for goods 


bought. 
The Reichsbank’s coverage 
dropped yesterday from 27.8 per 


cent to 26.7 because of a loss of 
72,100,000 marks in foreign ‘gold 
holders. The new coverage is the 
lowest on record. A leading of- 
ficial of the bank said one of the 
reasons for the shrinkage was that 
exporters found ways to: evade the

This Would Mean Walkout 
of Servants for British, 
but Food and Water 
Won't Be Denied.

LONDON, Nov. 
Gandhi today gave the British 
Government until Dec. 1 to do 
something for India and announced 
that if it failed to do so he would 
sail for Bombay Dec. 4 to lead a 
new and more intensive civil dis- 
obedience movement throughout 

India. 

If Gandhi’s fight against En- 
gland is renewed, it was authori- 
tatively stated here, the Mahatma 
may even order a social as well as 
a commercial boycott against the 
British, which would mean _ that 
no Indian servant, clerk or other 
employe would work for British 
individuals or for the Government. 

This would involve a nation-wide 
walkout of Indian workers in In- 
dia, but Gandhi said he would not 
allow Indian servants to withhold 
food or water from their British 
masters or permit them to abandon 
sick or infirm British citizens. 

The Mahatma may also order the 
temples and mosques in India _ to 
be.used as places for Nationalist 
political meetings if the British 
Government forbids such gather- 
ings in public places. 

Entrance of British soldiers, of- 
ficials, police or other foreigners 
into these religious shrines would 
be resented bitterly by the Hindus, 
Moslems and Sikhs and it is 
thought serious clashes would be 
inevitable if Gandhi should take 
such a step.

GARNER FEARS SPLIT IN VOTE

of the late Harry M. Wurzbach, the 
only Republican in Congress from 
Texas. 

“It is a Democratic duty to have 
but one candidate,’’ Garner said. 
The Texas election will be held 
Nov. 24. The Democratic candidates 
are Carl W. Johnson of San An- 
tonio, R. M. Kleberg, Corpus Chris- 
ti, and Thomas Smiley of Karne 
City. The Republican candidate is 
Charles W. Anderson, who man- 
aged Wurzbach’s campaign. “The 
Democrats should have eliminated 
all but one and should not have 
permitted so many candidates to 
participate.” Garner said. “If the 
Democrats lose this district that 
was occupied for 11 years by Re- 
publicans, it will be because of a 
three-way split in the vote.’’

GANDHI cat Einstein Tells Why Gravitation, 
Electricity Are in Same Formula 


Informs German Gathering That “Fifth Di- 
mension” Is Fictional, Evolved Merely 
for Purposes of Theory. 


By the Associated Press, 
BERLIN, Nov. 18.—Prof. Albert 


Einstein, addressing a _ learned 
gathering today, expounded his new 


theory combining the laws of gravi- 
tation and electricity in a workable 
formula and disclosed that this lat- 
est brainchild brought somewhat 
closer to perfection the theory he 
announced first 16 years ago. 

He cleared some of the misun- 
derstanding which clouded earlier 
reports of a “fifth dimension,” ad- 
mitting the new dimension was fic- 
tional, was merely evolved for pur- 
poses of theory and then aban- 
doned. He mixed humorous sallies 
with formulae unintelligible to the 
layman. 

Einstein based his calculations on 
the idea that it was impossible for 
space to have two independent 
properties. 

“If none is able to prove they 
are independent and none stands a 
chance to prove their independ- 
ence,” he said, “it is taken for 
granted that such independence is 
non-existent.” 


Using the example of an elevator, 
he explained that acceleration and 
gravity have the same _ effect. 
“When an elevator starts you 


}think, if you have no experience 
with elevators, ‘gravity is getting 
stronger,’”’ he said, “and no ex- 
periment which can be performed 
in the car can tell you whether 
you are right or wrong. 

“If no known experiment exists 
showing what part of the force is 
due to gravity and what part is due 
to acceleration, there is no sharp 
distinction between the two. This 
thought leads to the conviction 
that our four dimensional space is 
a little curved with gravity, exact- 
ly explained by the curvature. 

“Usually when we think of a 
curved line or a curved surface, we 
have in mind its relations to the 
space around it. If our four dimen- 
sional world is to be curved, too, 
do we have to have a bigger world 
for it to lie in? No, we don’t.”’ 

He proceeded to discuss the the- 
ory in laboratory terms, saying the 
equation of space curvature could 
be written in a few seconds, but it 
was necessary to provide an extra 
term in the space equation of mo- 
tion—so electro-magnetism was 
provided. 

But it has just been dragged 
in,” he continued, “and it hasn't 
been made to feel at home.

He was hurrying to Keep an ap- 
pointment with Lady Astor when 
the phone rang and the operator 
announced that St. Paul, Minn. was 
calling. The Rev. Fred _ Fisher, 
pastor of the First Methodist 
Episcopal Church at Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and a former missionary in 
Calcutta, was on the line. He in- 
vited Gandhi to come to America. 

After hanging up the receiver, 
Gandhi exclaimed: “A miracle.”

HOOVER PRAISES FLETCHER 
AS HE ACCEPTS RESIGNATION 


Tariff Commission Chairinan Says 
Board Will Have Disposed 
of 92 Cases, 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—With 
an expression of ‘“‘keen apprecia- 
tion” for his services, President 
Hoover yesterday accepted the res- 
ignation of Chairman Henry P. 
Fletcher of the Tariff Commission. 

Simultaneous with the final noti- 
fication that he would retire from 
his post, Fletcher submitted to the 
President a report of the Commis- 
sion’s activities since it was reor- 
ganized 14 months ago. “The most 
important investigation now pend- 
ing,” he said, ‘‘is that relating to 
raw and refined sugar which was 
recently ordered and which in the 
nature of the case may be pro- 
tracted as growing as well as refin- 
ing costs both at home and abroad 
are involved.’’ 

The commission’s records showed 
a total of 92 cases would be dis- 
posed of by Nov. 30. In addition, 
Fletcher reported, 19 investigations 
and surveys are in progress and 21 
applications for investigations on 
file. 

The resignation will become ef- 
fective Nov. 30. No successor has 
been named. In a letter to Fletch- 
er yesterday the President said: 

“Under your chairmanship the 
work of the commission has made 
great progress in consummation of 
the hopes which were placed in its 
reorganization and increased au- 
thority. That a large number of 
cases have been considered and 
disposed of and the heavy docket 
for the year almost completed, all 
bespeak the devotion and effective-

T SEEMS to me that the Government

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TEST FOR AN UNJUST LAW. 

The American Civil Liberties Union is living up 
to its name in attacking, in an appeal to the State 
Supreme Court, the New Jersey practice of forbid- 
ding religious unbelievers to testify in court. The case 
at issue is that of Samuel D. Levine, a Communist. 
Levine and several of his witnesses, saying they did 
not believe in God, refused to take an oath, but said 
an affirmation would be equally binding on their 
consciences. The trial Judge refused to hear them. 
citing an 1837 decision, after the Prosecutor had cat- 
echized the men on their views of the Bible, the 
Deity and future rewards and punishments. Levine 
was convicted of subversive activities, and the ap- 
peal brief contends he was denied protection of the 
law and deprived of his rights under both State and 
Federal constitutions. 

The New Jersey fight is of more than local im- 
portance, for several other states have similar pro 
visions. It is obvious that such rulings deny im por- 
tant rights of citizenship to the skeptics. Thus, an 
atheist could not testify against someone who had 
robbed him.

They have heard the other side up at the Univer 
sity of Wisconsin. John B. Chapple, a Wisconsin ed- 
itor, home town Ashland, came to Madison on invita- 
tion of the lately organized Student League for the 
Defense of American Principles.

Yet freedom of speech is surely an American 
principle that ought to be defended whenever at- 
tacked. It should find a sanctuary in every hall, 
haughty or humble, that is dedicated to learning. 

Freedom of speech apparently is a living tenet at 
Wisconsin. Certainly Editor Chapple was privileged 
to speak his piece, and under happy auspices. To be 
sure, he did not observe the amenities: but such de- 
faulting is unimportant compared with the funda- 
mental right involved. 

The right to blow off steam is preciously valuable.

An Economic Way Out forthe Philippines 


Immediate independence now in disfavor among Filipino leaders who realize it would 
piace island products outside U. S. tariff wail; gradual trend to sound economic 
position is urged, so Philippines may stand alone when ultimately freed; unpro- 
tected industries should be intensively cultivated, to build up a permanent market.

the free entry of Philippine sugar and 

coconut oi] is detrimental to them, are 
proposing that the Philippines be granted 
immediate unconditional independence in 
order to tax those products and keep them 
out of the United States. Instead of enlist- 
ing the co-operation of the Filipino Nation- 
alists, who have been demanding independ- 
ence,-the proposal has made them cautious 
and conservative. 

Thus Senator Quezon, the Nationalist 
leader, announced to the Philippine Legis- 
lature a few days ago the adoption of the 
formula of ultimate, as distinguished from 
immediate, independence. Gen. Aguinaldo, 
whose belief in that formula antedates Sen- 
ator Quezon’'s in public, calls the latter a 
traitor for modifying his stand. This is an 
exhibition of personal animosity rather than 
a clash of political views. The Filipino 
pioneers in the field of political realism 
should be happy at their vindication and 
should refrain from recrimination. 

The change in the Filipino Nationalist 
front is the result of economic considera- 
tions. Independen¢e will automatically re- 
move the Philippines from inside the tariff 
wall of the United States, robbing Philip- 
pine industries of American tariff protec- 
tion. Deprived of that protection, those in- 
dustries will collapse, bringing down the 
country’s economic structure, shaking so- 
ciety and Government and plunging the 
people into poverty and unrest. 

New avenues of approach to the goal of 
ultimate independence, all lighted with the 
lamp of economics, have been pointed out. 
There is a suggestion to grant the Philip- 
pines early political independence, but con- 
tinuing the Philippine-American free ‘trade 
for a specified period of years: This is not 
feasible under the most-favored-nation 
clause of the treaties of the United States, 
which prohibits the giving of preferential 
tariff concessions. 

The Hawes-Cutting plan is to prepare the 
Philippines for the heavy burdens of nation. 
hood by weakening their economic sinews 
through the imposition of increasing tariff 
rates on Philippine exports t@® Americi 
until the full duty under the tariff law is 
reached in five years, at which time the 
Filipinos, after realizing what it means to 
lose the American markets, are to express 
themselves in a plebiscite as to whether 
they want or not to separate from America. 
The plan is obviously not wise. The demon- 
strations in the islands for Senator Hawes 
were a personal tribute to him, and not an 
indorsement of the Hawes-Cutting plan.

The principal proposal of Senator Quezon 
is the maintenance of the political status 
quo with greater Filipino local self-govern- 
ment and a plebiscite in 10 years to regis- 
ter the considered judgment of the Filipino 
people on independence. Unhappily, such 
plebiscitary determination can have only 
persuasive and not binding effect on Con- 
gress, and, as such, can serve no higher 
purpose than to complicate matters and give 
rise to controversies and disillusionments. 

It is smart in the islands to stand on a 
metaphorical wailing wall and bemoan the 
supposed uncertainty in the political status 
of the country. Thus, the most popular 
suggestion is that Congress, by an act, name 


Fite interests in America, alleging that 


a definite date in the future for granting 
independence. Unfortunately, this is not 
practicable under thé American constitu- 
tional practice, which holds that no Con- 
gress can bind succeeding Congresses in 
matters involving, as does the Philippine 
question, the exercise of political discretion 
and national or international policies. 

The solution of Philippine independence 
is the Jones law itself plus Filipino work, 
patience and planning. This law is compre- 
hensive and flexible enough. Under it the 
Filipinos themselves can work out economic 
and other programs of preparation for 
eventual independence. To make their ef- 
forts more effective, the law should be 
amended to empower the Philippines to 
negotiate, subject to the approval of the 
United States, treaties with foreign nations 
to afford the Filipinos full opportunity of 
exploring the possibilities of new markets. 

« . * 

The economic plan upon which the Phil- 
ippines should embark must rest on two 
major propositions. First. the stoppage of 
the acreage expansion of the tariff-protect- 
ed products, especially the sugar and coco- 
nut oil, a policy that can be carried out 
easily in the islands, for, among ‘potent rea- 
sons, the Government controls over 70 per 
cent of the lands. Second, the develop- 
ment, instead, of the unprotected industries, 
such as camphor, quinine, spices, coffee and 
rubber. This igs the natural development of 
the Philippines. It is both sound economics 
and good politics. 

This plan will meet the complaint of the 
American farmer against potential expansion 
of those Philippine products which he con- 
siders competitive; place, in the meantime, 
Philippine-American commercial relations 
on a more complementary basis, build up 
the islands through intensive development 
and diversification, give time to the present 
tariff-protected industries for the inevitable 
readjustments and, finally, create in the is- 
lands a new, self-sustaining economic 
structure that can stand by itself without 
being supported by the American tariff sys- 
tem. It should be stated clearly that the 
present position of the Philippines within 
the tariff wall is ideal if they are to be 
with America permanently, which is not in 
the cards. 

The Philippine Legislature has the power 
to carry out the plan. For instance, a sim- 
ple act placing fair and prudential tonnage 
restrictions on the export of tariff-protected 
commodities to America, while holding out 
concrete inducements for the development 
of the dormant products, will be effective 
in deflecting the flow of commerce, expand- 
ing the market for Philippine products and 
rendering the Philippines less and less de- 
pendent on the American tariff system. 
That is achieving economic independence 
from America, which should bring political 
independence as a matter of course.

NEW RULE ON NOVELS 
OR PULTZER PRE 


1932 Award to Go to Best 
Work of Year by Ameri- 
can Author. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The 


terms of the Pulitzer prize award 
for a novel, made annually by the 
trustees, of Columbia University, 
have again been changed and the 
provision that the ‘prize-winning 
book shall present “the American 
scene’’ Nas been eliminated. 

The decision for the change, it 
was said at Columbia University, 
was made last Apri] at a meeting 
of the advisory board of the Schoo! 
of Journalism, on whose recom- 
mendations to the trusteés’ the 
awards are made. 

The $1000 award will be made 
next year to ‘the best novel pub- 
lished during the year by an Amer- 
ican author,’ 

Under the terms of Joseph Pu- 


litzer’s will the prize was to go to 
“the original American novel pub- 
ished during the year which shall 
best present the wholesome atmos- 
phere of American life and the 
highest standard of American man- 
ners and manhood.” 

Members of the advisory board, 
under the will, have the right to 
suspend or change the provisions 
should they see fit. Acting under 
this clause of the will, the board 
last year defined the object of the 
novel prize as “the American noval 
published during the year, pre- 
ferably One which shall best pre- 
sent the whole atmosphere of 
American life." 

The $1000 prize, on this basis, 
Was awarded to Murgaret Ayer 
Barnes for her “Years of Grace.” 

There have from time to time 
been objections to the geographical 
limitation placed by the terms of 
novel prize as ‘‘the American novei 
may represent. The present terms 
would appear to eliminate the ob- 
jection and make eligible for the 
prize any American author. 

The change, it is understood, is 
the only one made this year in the 
prize specifications. The terms of 
the drama award, it was pointed 
out, however, previously have been 
altered. Recently the original 
phrase requiring the prize-winning 
play to raise “the standard of good 
morals, good taste and good man- 
ners” has been omitted from the 
requirements. The 1931 drama 
award went to Susan Glaspell’s 
“Alison’s House” as “the original 
American play performed in New 
York which shall best represent 
the educitional value and power of 
the stage. P

Aldermanic Committee Asks City 
Counselor Whether Money 
Can Be Borrowed. 

The Streets Committee of the 
Roard of Aldermen today asked the 
City Counselor for an opinion on 
the legality of a proposal to borrow 
the money required for the widen- 
ing of Fourteenth street, between 
Chouteau and* Allen avenues, from 
the revolving fund created through 
the bond issue. 

More than 800 property owners 
appeared at a recent public hear- 
ing to protest against assessments, 
amounting to $366,072.75, for the 
widening, on the ground that they 
have no funds to pay indgments 
at this time, and that the im- 
provement will not benefit them 
especially. The Board of Alder- 
men Committee also asked the City 
Counselor to pass on the question 
of instalment payments of bene- 
fit judgments by the property 
owners. 

In addition to the benefits as- 


sessed against private 
the city will be required to add 
$44,231.93 to complete the cost of 
the improvement. Director of 
Streets and Sewers Brooks, at to- 
day’s meeting, asserted that the

HARRY BECKERLE FILES SUIT

Charges She Caused False Breach 
of Promise Action to Be 
Filed Against Him. 

Harrv Beckerle, 3846 De Tonty 
street, a chain store meat cutter, 
today filed suit for divorce against 
Mrs. Nettie Beckerle, a lawyer.

Mrs. Beckerle at one time served 
as Provisional Judge in the Court 
of Criminal Correction, the ccurt 
in which she was later convicted 
of the conspiracy charge, a mis- 
demeanor. | 

In his petition, Beckerle charges 
his wife with desertion, and with 
cauhing a fraudulent breach of 
promise suit to be filed against 
him. In their divorce hearing last 
year, Mrs. Beckerle charged her 
husband with excessive jealousy, 
drinking to excess, and nonsupport, 
causing her to take up the legal 
profession. Beckerle and his wit- 
nesses said he provided well for 
her, that she took a law course 
against his wishes, and that she 
drank with him.

NEGRO COLONY COMES 
T0 GRIEF IN TURKEY 


Mehmed Ali of Detroit Fails to 
Find Free Farms—Sons Dig 
Sewers for Bread. 


By the Associated Press. 
ISTANBUL, Turkey, Nov. 18. — 


American Negroes who came _ to 


Turkey two years ago to found a 
prosperous Moslem Negro colony 
are digging the sewers of Istanbul 
to gain their daily bread. 

Such is the end of the dream of 
Mehmed Ali Bey, a gray-haired 
Negro of Detroit, Mich., to lead the 
Negroes of America into a prom- 
ised land of free farms and no race 
prejudice. He embraced the Mos- 
lem religion anc brought his fam- 
ily of 10 children and grandchil- 
dren to Turkey. They came as 
pipneers to pave the way for a mi- 
gration of Negroes. 

Mehmed Ali presented a petition 
to President Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha a year and a half ago for 
permission to establish his colony 
on the Bosporus. The Ghazi re- 
ferred the plea to Angora authori- 
ties and no action was taken. 

“In the name of 28,000 Moslems 
suffering from racial problems in 
America,” he said at that time, “I 
petition you to accord land on the

tions that mankind might be fur- 
ever saved from fhe horrors of 
war and that subject peoples might 
enjoy the right to live under a 
Government that rests on the con- 
sent of the governed. 
The tribute was paid in an ora- 
tion dedicating a bust of Wiison 
nveiled in the Virginia capitol by 
rs. Wilson before five surviving 
members of the war FP resident's 
Cabinets, and a large gathering of 
distinguished persons. 
Gov. Pollard of Virginia, open- 
ing the ceremonies, compared Wil- 
son to Washington. He said that 
with Washington the freedom of 
the United States was an _ issue; 
with WuHson it was the freedoin of 
the whole world; with Washington 
the revolution was a struggle for a 
nation; with Wilson, the World 
War was for all nations: Washing- 
ton sought a league of States, and 
Wilson a League of Nations; and 
he concluded, Washington’s ideals: 
were crowned with victory, anc 
“so shall it be with Wilson.” 


One-Minute Addreés. 
One-minute memorial addresses 
were delivered by Senator Carter 
Glass, Mitchell Palmer, Josephus 
Daniels, William C. Redfield, for- 
mer members of the Wilson Cab- 
inets, and Admiral Grayson, physi- 
cian to the President. Tributes 
were read from D. F. Houston, Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, T. W. Gregory, 
Newton D. Baker, A. S. Burleson 
and Bainbridge Colby, former Cab- 
inet members, who could not be 
present, and Joseph P. Tumulty, 
former secretary to the President. 
With the bust done in ‘marble by 
Harriet W. Fromuth, New York 
sculpter, placed in a niche in the 
capitol rotunda, seven busts of Vir- 
ginia-born Presidents surround the 
Houdon Washington, and the series 
of ceremonies converting the cap- 
itol rotunda into the hall of Vir- 
ginian Presidents is completed. 


Payne’s Tribute to Wilson. 
Payne, now head of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross, who was Secretary 
of the Interior in the last year of 
the Wilson ,administration, said 
President Wilson had ‘‘definite and 
clear convictions, not merely his 
own—but of the great mass of the 
people of the United States and the 
forward-looking people of the 
world as to what should be _ ac- 
complished for the peace and well 
being of mankind.” 
He said Wilson had conceived 
that the purpose of the treaty was 
“to make the world safe for democ- 
racy; that is self-determination for 
subject peoples and a covenant of 
the nations to make future wars 
impossible. For these principles he 
was prepared to fight top the enc.” 
The difficulties that presented 
themselves to him were cited by 
the speaker, including the secret 
treaties previously were negotiated 
by the Allied European Powers, as 
well as domestic obstacles at home. 
He said the United States alone has 
suffered for its position toward the 
League, and mentioned the part it 
is playing in connection with the 
Chinese-Japanese trouble. 

“The refusal of the United States 
to accept the covenant of the 
League of Nations, in view of the 
partisan character of the opposi- 
tion, is not an argument against the 
covenant, nor evidence of failure on 
the part of its author,” Payne said. 
“The League in its strength as con- 
ceived by Wilson is now the prop- 
erty of the world; no Power may 
take it away. Its future, its lasting 
benefit to mankind, rests with for- 
ward-looking men and women of 
all countries and in all time. They 
will not fail.” 

The oration was.concluded with 
the tribute: 

“This we certainly know—that a 
brave and fearless man who loved 
mankind conceived for humanity 
hope, peace and freedom; and 
fought that these principles might 
be realized and remain forever its 
heritage—free from oppression; | 
free from war.”

SEATTLE, Wash., Nov.. 18.—A 
new era of rail mergers and group- 
ings is predicted by Ralph Budd. 
president-elect of the Burlington 
Railroad, as an outgrowth of pres- 
ent business conditjons.

1 to head the Burlington, said here 
last night that decreased earnings 
were a powerful influence working 
toward combinations. 

“The depression is having two 
important influences working to- 
ward consolidations,” he said. “In 
the first place it is calling atten- 
tion «° the great importance of op- 
erating economics. In the second 
place, the order of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission requiring 
railroads to work out a plan fo: 
aiding the weaker lines shows that 
the commission looks on the rail- 
roads as a national system. If th- 
strong lines are to be required to 
give aid to the weak lines, by loans 
or outright donations, they would 
rather own them than support then: 
without ownership.” 


Santa Fe Head Would “Loosen Up 
on Regulations.”

CHICAGO, Nov. 18. — W. B. 


Storey, president of the Santa Fe 
System, yesterday said raliroads 
‘must either be supported or the 
Government must take them over.” 
In an address before the Central

Walker Cup Golf

NEW YORK, Nov. *18.—Eco- 
nomic conditions in England may 
cause cancellation of the 1932 
Walker Cup matches in this coun- 
try, it was indicated today by re- 
ports from reliable sources.

1,500,000 Shares.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Coppers 
and rail issues dragged the stock 
market into a pronounced slump 
toduy. While the turnover was only 
moderately more than a million 
and a half shares, the§market wus 
decidedly weak et the close, with 
some losses of 2 te 6 points. 

After holding at 7 cents a pound 
for some time, copper was quoted 
by one dealer today at 6% cents, 
after the protracted conference of 
leading world producers broke up 
yesterday apparently with no 
agreement on curtailment of out- 
put. Copper issues broke sharply, 
although some observers, thought 
there was still time for an accord 
among producers, after the Belgian 
representatives had reached home 
and discussed the matter. 

Virtually the entire list was 
pulled down sharply in the last 
hour. American Telephone lost 
nearly 4 points. The regular divi- 
dend was declared today. Miscel- 
laneous issues selling off 3 to 6 
points ircluded Union Pacific, 
Santa Fe, American Smelting, Cer- 
ro‘de Pasco, U. S. Steel, Allied 
Chemical, du Pont, American Can 
and Eastman. 

In the rails, New York Central 
and Pennsylvania declined a point 
to new lows. Issues losing 2 
points or so included Kennecott, 
General Motors, Case, Internationa! 
Harvester, and others. Southern 
Pacific lost more than a point. 
After the close, reduction of the 
quarterly dividend from $1.50 to $1 
was announced. 

Steel Market Review. 

Weekly surveys of the steel in- 
dustry showed operating ratios un- 
changed. If the inquiry is rather 
broad it is also for light volumes. 
Building construction and railroads 
are scant contributors to current 
tonnage; also, the automobile in- 
dustry has not bought as well as 
had been expected. 

“Iron Age” placed the current 
ratio at 31 per cent, unchanged 
from a week ago, but pointed out 
that if the present activity is main- 
tained, November will show. on a 
daily basis, a rise of fully 10 per 
cent over October. The same re- 
viesy said steel makers were begin- 
ning to appraise first quarter pros- 
pects “somewhat more hopefully.” 

A point of interest in the freight 
loading statement for the week 
ending Nov. 7 was that grain ship- 
ments had not been stimulated by 
the recovery which wheat-and corn 
were making during that period. In 
fact, the only commodity to move 
more substantially than in the pre- 
vious week was coke. 

Electric power output last week 
was 6.2 per cent under a year ago, 
thus maintaining the unfavorable 
comparison with 1930. In the last 
four weeks production has aver- 
aged nearly 5% per cent below last 
year. 


The Moneys Market. 

The money market appeared to 
have readjusted itself fully to the 
withdrawal of loans for the account 
of “others.”” Call funds were again 
available unofficially at 2 per cent. 

Commodities continued on the 
downgrade generally, with bar sil- 
ver falling back 13%,c more. Wheat 
futures lost l%gc to 2%c a bushel, 
and corn declined ic to 1%c. Cotton 
closed 40c to 60c a bale lower. 

Foreign exchanges were again 
mixed. Sterling held fairly steady, 
ruling %c higher at $3.77% for 
cables. The German mark was 
again firm. The Swiss franc, Bel- 
gian belga and Dutch guilder were 
off moderately.
